The midlands, es- 
pecially in the vicinity of Birmingham, 
favor tariff reform and indications are 
that Chamberlain’s influence is extensive 
in that section. 

The borough elections, which are al- 
ways decided first, will all be known by 
Jan. 22, together with sufficient county 
results to indicate the result roughly, 
unless the party balance is very close. 
The last election takes place Jan. 28, 
but returns in the last few days of the 
contest are not likely to have any im- 
portant bearing on the result.

President Treadway in the Senate pre- 
sented a petition for Dennis Morrissey 
that the defacing of natural scenery by 
paintings, advertisements and otherwise 
should be punished by a fine of $10 for 
each offense. 

The report of the Massachusetts rail- 
road commission on the opinion of At- 
torney-General Dana Malone concerning 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroad states that its charter should 
not be repealed, but that its franchises 
should be placed under the direct control 
of the state. 

Representative Arnold has submitted 
several bills to change Boston’s election 
machinery; the latest, which was sub- 
mitted Monday, is that a voter should 
not be allowed to cast his ballot for more 
than two of the candidates out of the 
three to be elected to the city council.

Richberg, president of the Illinois com- 
mission on uniform state laws, today ad- 
vocated a scheme for legislation which 
should create harmony out of discofd. 

Mr. Richberg was not certain that 
President Taft’s voluntary incorporation 
law would solve the situation. He desired 
the enactment of law which would 
create “federal incorporations” to do an 
interstate while yet permitting 
the states to charter corporations to do 
business within their borders, with the 
further proviso that the state incorpora- 
exactly similar. 

The best solutions he declares, was the 
banding together of an organization of 
corporate interests to encourage the 
enactment by the states of a uniform in- 
corporation law.

The committee de- 
cided to issue subpoenas on Secretary Bal- 
linger, Commissioner Dennett of the gen- 
eral land office and all others interested 
in the charges, to appear befo?e the com- 
mittee Wednesday. 

The statement alleges improper use of 
the million dollar appropriation for the 
protection of the public domain against 
frauds, by the purchase of expensive 
furniture, amounting to tens of thou- 
sands of dollars, the erection of a cer- 
tain large brick chimney for a land 
office at considerable expense, the em- 
ployment of about 80 additional clerks, 
unreasonable increasing of salaries, tele- 
graph bills, which cover long extracts 
from the newspapers sent in by traveling 
representatives of the general land office 
and the selection of special agents not 
all qualified. 

Secretary Ballinger late Monday night 


issued a statement in which he denied 
categorically the charges of maladminis- 
tration made by Mr. Hitcheock. His de- 
nial is sweeping and emphatic, several of 
the charges being characterized as “ridic-

WASHINGTON — Favorable comment 
is heard here today for President Taft 
and Gifford Pinchot as a result of the 
speeches of both made Monday from 
the same platform before the confer- 
ence on uniform state legislation. Per- 
sonalities did not enter into the pre- 
gram, although it is only a few days 
since Mr. Taft removed Mr. Pinchot 
from his position as chief forester of 
the United States.

There 
can be no reason to await the result of 
the investigation before acting upon these 
measure& They stand by themselves. In 
the face of this great opportunity let us 
disregard the controversy altogether in a 
general effort to secure what every good 
citizen earnestly desires.”

Art Treasure Discovered 


An important discovery was made by 
accident Dec. 30, 1909, in the Church of 
Santa Maria di Maggiore (the greater), 
at. Florence. It was attgmpted to en- 
large two small niches in the wall. 
While removing the plaster there was 
discovered concealed underneath two mar- 
ble tabernacles representing the figure of 
Christ, surrounded by angel¢ and flanked 
by two columns supporting a cornice 
bearing a graceful floral decoration. Tho 
workmanship is exquisite and very artis- 
tic. It is unhesitatingly attributed to 
Mino da Fiesole (1466). Several of the 
figures are damaged, having been broken 
by a chisel. When the superimposed wall 
was raised the tabernacles were plastered 
over, but the masterpieces are suffi- 
ciently well preserved to not diminish 
their artistic value. 

This is a very old church. It was re- 
stored in 1311 by Arnolfo di Cambio. The 
site of its bell towef, now destroyed, rt 
marked by a head of a woman in the 
wall, with “Berta” written underneath. 
She was Berta (Bertha), a 
seller’, who lived on this spot and gave 
her money to found a.church.

Possibly they would receive considerable applause for taking ‘the 
latter course, but it could hardly come from thinking people anywhere, 
and when their districts came to realize the futility of such procedure 
and its barrenness from a practical point of view—which would not 
require long—the chances are that the folly of it would be forcibly 
pointed out. 

A much more sensible course is likely than any that 1s being 
advised or predicted by those who are striving to widen the breach. 
This course will bring the leading “regulars” and the leading 
“insurgents together; it will demonstrate to the latter that they have 
everything to lose and nothing to gain by abandoning their party; 
that, after all, this is neither a sectional nor a personal matter, but a 
question of organization; that the points at issue, whatever they are, 
must be fought out within rather than without the party, and that 
any other process would lead simply to political chaos. 

On the other hand—and this is equally important—the insurgent 
leaders have it 1n their power to impress upon the “regular” leaders 
that “majority rule” does not presuppose majority tyranny; that 
organization methods that are obnoxious to a respectable minority can 
not and should not continue to prevail, and that there are times 
when extreme measures are justifiable, as, for instance, when 
moderate appeals tor fair play are unheeded. 

The discussion, if it be frank, will be salutary. And it should 
mark the end of nonsense and the beginning of business at the 
national capital.
